that portion of the western press 
that is dom inated by eastern influ­ 
ence echoed the cry. 
But seriously now, why is the 
proposition to make St. Louis and 
C h icago the m oney centers tor the 
west and south disunion? 
Why is 
it not as loyal to trade in the west­ 
ern cities as in the eastern towns? 
Is it any more disloyal to export 
our grain and cattle from New Or­ 
leans or Galveston than it is to ex­ 
port them from New York?

is there disloyal in
